RETURNS OF INCOME 
DECEDENTS 

A return is required to be filed 
for a deceased individual if the 
gross income to the date of death 
is $750 or over, and the individual 
was single, or married and not liv- 
ing with husband or wife for any 
part of the taxable year, or if the 
gross income to the date of death 
is equal to, or in excess of the cred- 
it for personal exemption (not in- 
cluding credit as head of family or 
for dependents), and the individual 
was married and living with hus- 
band or wife for all or any part of 
the taxable year. 

The return for a decedent must 
include any item of income and de- 
ductions accrued up to the date of 
death, regardless of the fact that the 
decedent may have kept his books 
on a cash receipts and disburse- 
ment basis or did not keep books.

state emergency such as insurrec- 
tion or invasion. We do not say that 
the guard program was misrepre- 
sented to these men but we did hear 
one senator on the floor of that 
house, who is also a member of the 
guard make such a statement. To 
call business men, ranchers, mar- 
ried men with families to support, 
away from their jobs to do guard 
duty in another county, which 
should have been able to take care 
of its own problem as to guard duty, 
was never the intention of the ma- 
jority of the members of the state 
legislature when they passed the 
original act. That is the reason why 
the legislature placed certain re- 
strictions in the new guard bill 
which was passed by both houses 
last Thursday afternoon. 

Senate Bill No. 36, the new guard 
bill. now permits an active state 
guard of 10,000 members of which 
7,000 men can be on active duty at 
one time. And let me add here, that 
less than 2,000 guardsmen were on 
active duty when we were in ses- 
sion last week. 

Under the new bill, guardsmen 
when on active duty will be paid 
$2.00 per day plus their board and 
lodging while the officers of the 
guard when on active duty will re- 
ceive the base pay of the United 
States army. The bill also permits a 
reserve force of approximately 15,- 
000 men who cannot be called away 
from their home districts only in 
the case of insurrection or invasion. 

The bill as passed, was a compro- 
mise between two opposing factions 
in the lower house. The minority 
did not want any restrictions what-

* mon and cloves. Add part of milk 
to creamed mixture, then part of 
flour, alternating until all are 
used, adding part of flour last. 
Bake in shallow tins, and frost 
when cool. 


Swedish Rolls 


1 pt. milk, % tsp. salt 
scalded 1 cake yeast 

% ep. butter Whites 2 eggs 

% cp. sugar 7 or 8 eps. flour 


Make sponge of milk, cooled, 
eggs, salt, sugar, yeast and part 
of flour. Place bowl in pan of 
warm water or in warm place for 
3 or 4 hours, then add butter and 
remainder of flour.

Son of pioneer 
parents he was reared in an at- 
mosphere in which the sturdy qual- 
ities and the achievements of our 
pioneers were held in high esteem. 
For eleven years Mr. Knowland was 
a member of the United States Con- 
gress; for many years he has been 
publisher of the Oakland Tribune 
and, since 1902, he has been chair- 
man of the Historic Landmarks 
Committee of the Native Sons of 
the Golden West. 

El Doradoans will be pleased to 
note that the book jacket carries a 
picture of the Marshall Monument 
at Coloma. The movement to re- 
store landmarks and to mark his- 
toric spots was first given impe- 
tus, Mr. Knowland says in his in- 
troduction ‘in 1886, fifty-five years 
when preliminary steps were 
taken to erect a monument to 
James W. Marshall whose discovery 
of gold in 1848 started the great 
rush of Argonauts to California.” 

You will not find this book a mere 
compilation of locations of land- 
marks and costs of restoration. The 
author selects stories or little known 
facts from his seemingly inexhaust- 
ible fund to fit the landmarks. For 
example in his account of the Pony 
Express markers he tells the story 
of how James McClatchy of Sac- 
ramento, father of the late C. K. 
McClatchy of the “Sacramento 
Bee,” in conjunction with the Pony 
Express, saved California to Union. 
In charge of the Benicia Arsenal in 
1861 was General Albert Sidney 
Johnston who was not loyal to the 
Federal government. James Mc- 
Clatchy secured information that 
Johnston was planning to turn over 
to the South, 30,000 stands of arms. 
By a Pony Express rider, McClatchy 
sent a letter to Col. E. D. Baker, re- 
questing that he convey the in- 
formation at once to President Lin- 
coln. The President immediately or- 
dered General Summer ti Califor- 
nia to take command of the Arse- 
nal. Johnston later joined the army 
of the South. Mr. Knowland pays a 
tribute to Placerville Parlors of Na- 
tive Sons and Native Daughters for 
their work in placing Pony Express 
markers on the present United 
States Highway 50 where Pony Ex- 
press riders made their stopping 
places. 

In the section devoted to marking 
roads that played a part in our 
early history, you will find the 
story of our Bullion Bend monu- 
ment. An interesting commemora- 
tibn. of Pioneer stage lines is the 
plaqué at Vallecito, San Diego coun- 
ty dedicated to the memory of the 
Butterfield Overland stages eStab- 
lished in 1858. In their heyday, the 
Butterfields employed 800 men _ to 
drive their 100 Concords, 1,000 
horses and 500 mules. The fare 
from St. Louis was $200.00 and the 


journey was made in a mere 25 
days.

50 miles from Singapore. 

North of Malaya, the Japanese 
claimed that they had “encircled” 
the important and picturesque city 
of Moulmein in their drive toward 
Rangoon and the Burma Road, but 
Allied dispatches said that the en- 
emy was being held back and that 
many thousands of Chinese troops 
were moving in to aid in the de- 
fense Of China’s life line. Chinese 
dispatches reported that American 
aerial defenders of the Burma Road 
had downed 190 Japanese planes in 
recent engagements. 

Southeast of Singapore, the bat- 
tle for the main defense line in the 
East Indies was gaining momentum 
rapidly. ; 

On other fronts, the Axis forces 
in Libya were striking back strong- 


| ly against the British, having re- 


covered 150 miles of lost ground 
south of Benghazi by sudden, heavy 
armored blows under direction of 
Nazi Gen. Erwin Rommel. 


The British air force and navy, 
seeking to cut off enemy reinforce- 
ments, reported that a number of 
Axis ships were sunk or damaged 
in the Mediterranean, including a 
20,000-ton liner that appeared to 
have been sent to the bottom by air 
attackers. 


On the Russian front, the Red 
army put new strength into its 
drive southwest of Moscow where 
it was reported that the important 
railroad town of Bryansk was en- 
dangered or encircled. If Bryansk 
falls, the southern arm of the Rus- 
sian pincer attack on the central 
front will present a grave threat to 
Smolensk. 

Hitler was reported to have mov- 
ed his headquarters westward from 
Smolensk toward the old Polish bor- 
der or possibly to East Prussia as 
a result of continued gains by the 
Russians.

TIME FOR FILING RETURNS

_ Income tax returns of citizens 
are required by law to be made on 
or before the 15th day of the third 
month following the close of the 
taxable year, which for most indi- 
viduals is the calendar year.
